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Brazilian exports to the United States in 1944 
amounted to $284,664,950, or approximately 53 percent 
of Brazil’s total exports. This figure, a new peak in the 
country’s shipments to the United States, represents an 
increase of nearly 29 percent over the 1943 figure of 
$220,983,800. 

United States exports to Brazil in 1944 showed an 
increase of almost 48 percent in value over 1943, also a 
record-breaking figure. 

The value of goods exported by the United States to 
Brazil rose to $244,730,950 during 1944 (1,257,458 tons). 
as compared with $165,482,150 during the previous year 
(836,411 tons). 


Leading Exports 


Coffee beans, Brazil’s largest single export to the 
United States, totaled 13,555,484 sacks as compared with 
10,111,817 sacks in 1943. Coffee exports amounted to 
$193,967,150, as compared with $140,136,700 during the 
previous year. 

The next most important export was cotton piece 
goods, with a value of $52,309,500 in 1944, as compared 
with $55,212,300 in the previous year. Though this figure 
represents a decline in output, it nevertheless emphasizes 
the importance of the textile industry in modern Brazil. 

Cotton yarn exports rose from $4,376,850 to $6,167,900; 
woolen yarns from $284,700 to $370,400, and all other 
yarns from $968,650 to $2,098,800. Exports of rayon piece 
goods also increased slightly, from $714,550 in 1943 to 
$789,000 in 1944.

Nearly 48 Percent Higher Than 1943 — Exports of U. S. to Brazil Up 29 Percent 


Exports of raw cotton totaled $33,397,050 in 1944, as 
compared with $20,688,850 in 1943. 

Exports of silk, one of Brazil’s growing young indus- 
tries, declined slightly in 1944 as compared with 1943, 
though silk piece goods showed a moderate gain. 


Rubber 


Shipments of rubber and rubber products were greater 
in value than the preceding year, amounting in 1944 to 
$24,124,500 as compared with $13,764,750 in 1943. Ex- 
ports of tires and inner tubes, manufactured in Brazil, 
declined from $9,349,700 to $7,521,800. 

Cocoa beans ranked high among Brazil’s exports, 
amounting to $15,392,950, a slight drop from 1943. Cocoa 
butter exports, however, were three times as high in 
value as during the previous year, or $3,246,900 as com- 
pared with $1,061,850 in 1943. 


Hides and Skins 


Exports of hides and skins, both raw and cured, though 
still high in volume, declined slightly in value, registering 
$15,034,700 in 1944 as compared with $15,297,900 in 1943. 

Exports of carnaiba wax, used extensively for war 
lubricants and insulating compounds, rose from $11,351,- 
350 to $14,911,100. 

Quartz exports amounted to $14,005,700 as compared 
with $16,236,050 in 1943. Diamonds registered a slight 
drop, falling from $9,113,900 to $7,933,300 of the previous 
year. 

Oil-Bearing Products 


Shipments of oiticica oil, extensively used in aviation 
and other war industries, registered a fivefold increase, 
rising in value from $400,100 in 1943 to $2,028,500 in 
1944. Shipments of other oil-bearing products approxi- 
mately doubled in volume, while exports of vegetable 
fibers, including piassava and caroa, showed notable 
increases, 

Castor bean exports declined somewhat in value, total- 
ing $9,386,100 as compared with $10,396,300 in the 
previous year. 

Canned beef exports dropped to $8,773,550, a decline 
over the previous year’s figures of $13,696,200. — (over) 
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Other types of canned meat rose in value from 
$2,668,450 to $4,873,100. 

Exports of matte, known as Brazilian tea, showed a 
gain from $3,476,100 to $4,315,250. 

Other Brazilian exports that made gains in 1944 as 
compared with the previous year were tobacco, sugar, 
fruits, bran and chemical fertilizers. 

Principal Export States 

It is interesting to note that the southern states of 
Sao Paulo, Parana, Santa Catarina and Rio Grande do 
Sul as a group accounted for almost 63 percent of Brazil's 
exports to all countries by tons or about 61 percent of 
the cash value. 

The State of Sao Paulo alone accounted for 1,054,448 
tons of exports, valued at $266,396,850 or nearly 50 per- 
cent of Brazil's entire export volume. 

Next in importance was the Federal District with 
440.612 tons, valued at $108,083,150 or about 20.15 per- 
cent of the total cash value of Brazilian exports. 

Rio Grande do Sul, third in importance, had 387,818 
tons of exports valued at $43,112,250.

BRAZILIAN MENTHOL 


The minimum price permitted by the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment for menthol sold to the United States is $19.50 
per kilo, F.O.B. Brazilian ports, according to information 
just received from the Ministry of Labor, Industry and 
Commerce. This represents a decline since last March. 
when the cost per kilo was $23.62 on the New York 
market. 

Cultivation of mint, the source of menthol oil and 
crystals, has been greatly increased in Brazil since Far 
Eastern supplies were curtailed by the war. Mint is raised 
principally in the State of Sao Paulo, though plantings 
have also been started in the neighboring State of Minas 
Gerais. The total area now planted to mint is said to be 
three times as large as for the 1944 harvest. 

The 1944-45 mint harvest is expected to yield about 
700 tons of oil, or twice the 1943-44 crop. This is enough 
for the production of 700 tons of mint oil, or 400 tons of 
crystals.

EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The exportation from Brazil of all types of rice, beans, 
lard, manioce flour, corn, onions, and potatoes has been 
prohibited for a period of six months, beginning March 2. 
by Order No. 356 of March 6, 1945, of the Coordinator 
of Economic Mobilization. 


If an exportable surplus of any of the commodities 
mentioned should develop within the six months’ period, 
the Coordinator will duly notify the Export-Import De- 
partment of the Bank of Brazil, which is the agency 
authorized to issue export licenses. 


NEW CURRENCY CONTROL 


Creation of the Superintendence of Currency ang 
Credit, under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of Finance. 
has just been announced. Its immediate purpose will 
to exercise control over the monetary market and ty 
prepare the organization of the Central Bank. 


The Superintendence of Currency and Credit will hay 
an Executive Director, appointed by presidential decree. 
and will be directed by a Board, headed by the Minister 
of Finance and consisting of the following members: the 
President of the Banco do Brasil, Director of the Foreign 
Exchange Board, Director of the Rediscounts Board 
and Fund of Mobilization and Control of Banks and the 
Executive Director of the Superintendence.

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BRAZIL 1S GOOD MARKET FOR MACHINE TOOLS 


American Products Are Needed to Replace Obsolete Equipment After War 


Probably one of the best markets for American machine 
tools in Brazil after the war will be in the small parts 
industry, according to a recent report printed in the 
Exporters’ Digest. 

There are many companies in Brazil making small 
appliances such as electrical, building hardware, plumb- 
ing, kitchen utensils, scales and numerous replacement 
parts, all of which were formerly imported. The element 
of reducing manufacturing costs at the moment is really 
secondary, as labor is still relatively cheap. Good screw 
machine and lathe operators are available in Sao Paulo 
today for 20 to 25 cents per hour. The primary problem 
is that of increasing production, as most of these plants, 
due to antiquated equipment and lack of efficient work- 
ing methods, are months behind in their orders. 

Therefore, any effort to sell one or two isolated tools 
toa factory on the basis that they will replace older ones 
and work more economically and efficiently, will not be 
as interesting to,the factory owner as a complete overall 
installation that will accomplish the final result. The 
right approach is to study the factory’s production 
methods from the standpoint of handling, location of 
machines, duplication of operations, and other essential 
factors. 

Engineering Service 


In making sales plans for Brazil, American machine 
tool builders should give their first thought to a real 
engineering service, where the installation of their tools 
can be part of an integrated plan for each user. This will 
not only give the American machine tool manufacturer 
the inside track from the standpoint of initial sale, but 
will insure his equipment being used to the limit of its 
efficiency. 

Most of the machine and metal-working shops have old 
and, in many cases, obsolete tools. In order to install 
modern, highspeed automatic machines, their whole sys- 
tem of work and training will have to be revamped. The 
two new airplane factories, one building engines and the 
other getting ready to build American planes, both have 
installed the latest and best equipment from the United 
States, showing that such equipment can be used in this 
market where the whole production program has been 
planned from the beginning. Railroad shops, in particu- 
lar, need a great deal of new equipment.

CABLE RATES CUT 


Northbound telegraph-message traffic rates from Brazil 
to the United States via Western Union have been re- 
duced, it was recently announced. 

Since the new rates on code and deferred telegrams 
via Western Union are lower than those previously 
charged by All America Cables and Radio Company and 
RCA Communications, these companies have filed tariffs 
with the Federal Communications Commission making 
their rates identical with Western Union's in these classi- 
fications. 

The new rates now in effect on northbound traffic from 
Brazil over all American carriers are: full rate, 31¢ a 
word; code, 26.6¢ a word; deferred messages, 22.2¢; night 
letter, 14.8¢; and press, 4.9¢ a word.
